Theſe are therefore perempto- 
rily and expreſly to require and command all ſuch perſons 
for the future to forbeare to come within the ſaid Seates 
or paſſages upon paine of being Seyerely cenſured for their 
irregularity 3 and undergoing ſuch further penalty as ſhall - 
be thought fit to be inflited by the Vice- Chancellor and 
Prectors in caſe they perſiſt therein. And the Proctors of 
the Univerſity are hereby deſired to ſee this Order put in
